To maintain the area, FONSV wil
provide volunteers on Scituate Ship shape Day to clean up the train canopy area.

November 10, 2010 marked the 100th anniversary of the dedication of the North Scituate Train Station. The “relocation”

of the canopy was completed in 2014. For the past 8 years, the canopy area has been underutilized.FONSV applied in 2019

to make the train canopy a central space for gatherine in North Scituate Village. Steps 1-3 were successfully completed but

because of the covid pandemic, delays happened and prices soared. To complete this project, installing lights, benches,

tables and trash cans, the FONSV is applying for additional money. (details attached.)
